dormitory for the employes. Those 
overcome by smoke were-carried into 
the hotel drug store and were soon 
revived.

All guests of the big hotel, located 


at the southeast corner of Clark and 
Madison streets, were aroused and 
notified to teave the structure as a 
precautionary measure. The fire did 
not reach the hotel proper, however, 
being confined to the annex on the 
Clark street side. The fourth and 
fifth floors were burned before the 
blaze was brought under'control. The 
damage was estimated at 150,009. 


There were 1,500 guests'In the hotel 


of which number 500 left the building. 
A report that two maids were missing 
led to a search of the bumed annex 
as soon as firemen could enter the 
structure but no bodies were, found.
